and sach length as suits circit'r.stancas; alleys 
arc formed on liotli sides, anil an inch of the 
foil shoveled out and scattered orer the hods, 
•wliioli make them appear slightly elevated. 
Xiwr rows are planted lengthways upon the 
beds, and the plants are set a Toot apart both 
ways. They soon make new plants from their 
ruwters, and Hie bads get covered as closely as 
a gta*sjr turf. A largo quantity of fruit is pro- 
duced in tliat way upon a small space. Of all 
garden crops, the strawberry should lie kept 
free of weeds ill tlie year round. 


Bushes of GoosEBEiiHY and CL:UHA?:TS 


•bould be sot six fuet api*l, aud not 'tea1.' to 
fences, as grass an« iveeils get among their 
roots and cannot be wa-'iicatcd. They should 
te set at tlie side* of paths, where they can 
nadfly be kept free of weeds. The branches 
wHl ton have iwm to grow out, the fruit will 
be large and well flavored, and can be picked 
with ease, without wading over other crops lo 
get at them. They will also be less troubled 
«ltli InseeU. When the buslies get large and 
tod mncb ciwJcJ with branches, some should 
be cnl out in the fall or winter. Every bush 
nhoiiid stand upon a single stem, say six or ten 
Inches long, and all suckers growing up from 
the roots should be cut oft' as soon as they ap- 
pear. 


Tho RASPBERRY may be set out 4 or 5 feet 


apart and in one or more rows across a large 
bed, iU Uiey multiply from tlie roots, they 
can be kept in proper bounds by the spade. 
Wl»n grown in large quantities ami in rows, 
the plants are set five feet apart both ways.

AHD WASHIHO TREES. 


We considei early winter to be the best tims 


for scrapins and washing the trunks of trees. 
It is well-known to all observing fruit-growers 
that the loose bark of trees is the winter-quar- 
teis of myriads of insects, where they securely 
remain until the ensuing spring, when the warm 
genial weather invites them to quit tlieir cosy 
homes and begin theii destructive operations 
for the season. ~ We have found a narrow saw, 
rather tine-toothed, to be an excellent tool in 
rasping nit' the superfluous bark. It accom- 
plishes il more uniformly thau a hos, trowel, 
or oilier scraper; a trowel, or a abort-handled 
hoe. however, is very good, when the other 
may not be posnsscd. After tlie bark is remov- 
ed," the t rnuks should be washed thoroughly 
with a preparation of whale-oil soap and water 
say in proportion of a pound of soap to four 
gallons [if water. It can be applied to largo 
trees with a hickory broom or a stiff whitewash 
brush,- and to sma.l trees, especially dwarfs, 
with thehandscrub-brush. Sicklytrees, which 
can at this season be easily delected by being 
covered with a species of fungi, or perhaps more 
properly a peculiar iraectivorons deposit—should 
be scrubl>ed so as to completely remove this. 
The mixture will of itself benefit the tree, 
while tlw removal fi-oin the stem of all extra- 
neous aud injurious substances will give to it 
new health a'nd vigor the ensuing season—in 
some instances to a surprising extent. When 
whale-oil soap is not. obtainable, or carbolic or 
soft soap, ley should be used, but it should 
not be mrn strong, or it might be Injurous to 
the roots oi'the tree ii applied plentifully and 
the tree small.—Germatdoum Telegraph.
